SUGGESTIONS 

The  demand  upon  institutions  of  learning  are  broadening 
year  by  year,  and  equipment  and  endowment  must  be  increased 
to  keep  pace  with  the  demands.  Alfred  forms  no  exception  to 
the  rule.  With  the  assistance  of  her  friends  she  has  been 
enabled  to  meet  all  requirements  in  the  past.  Relying  upon  a 
continuation  of  that  kindly  interest  in  her  work,  there  is  here 
presented  for  consideration  a  variety  of  channels  in  which  sub- 
stantial aid  in  meeting  the  demand  of  the  future  may  be 
directed.  Those  who  wish  to  perpetuate  their  usefulness  and 
their  memory,  and  make  their  deeds  live  after  them,  cannot 
better  do  so  than  by  giving  or  bequeathing  something  to  Alfred 
University  is  one  of  the  following  ways: 

Increase  in  the  general  endowment  fund,  the  income 
of  which  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  University  for  its 
general  expenses. 

The  Centennial  Fund  was  established  in  1899  with  the  ex- 
pectation that  it  will  amount  to  $100,000.00  when  the  Univers- 
ity shall  celebrate  its  centennial.  Gifts  to  this  fund  may  be 
made  from  $1.00  to  $100.00. 

The  endowment  of  professorships.  Twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  will  fully  endow  a  professor's  chair. 

The  endowment  of  scholarships  to  pay  the  term  bills  of 
worthy,  but  needy  students.  One  thousand  dollars  will  endow  a 
scholarship. 

A  scholarship  may  be  instituted  conditionally  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  one  hundred  dollars  and  kept  alive  by  the  payment  of 
not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  every  two  years  thereafter, 
until  one  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid;  and  the  bene- 
ficiary will  be  credited  on  his  tuition  charges  with  the  income  of 
the  fund.  In  the  case  of  scholarships  founded  by  societies,  if 
twenty-five  dollars  or  more  be  added  to  the  principal  annually, 
the  beneficiary  will  be  granted  free  tuition,  but  incidental  and 
extra  fees  must  be  paid  in  cash  by  the  beneficiary.

President's  Report 


PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Alfred  University: 

The  President  has  the  honor  to  submit  his  eleventh  annual  re- 
port, viz:  for  the  year  beginning  June  21st,  1905  and  ending 
June  5th,  1906. 

NECROLOGY 

During  the  year  the  University  has  sustained  the  loss  by 
death  of  two  of  our  honored  and  beloved  trustees.  These  men 
enjoyed  the  fullest  confidence  of  the  Board,  and  gave  to  it  their 
loyal  and  hearty  support. 

James  Franklin  Hubbard  was  born  at  Berlin,  N.  Y.,  June 
25,  1827  and  died  at  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  June  20,  1905.  In  1862  he 
enlisted  in  the  30th  N.  J.  Infantry  and  was  elected  captain  of.Com- 
pany  H  at  the  organization  of  the  regiment.  He  commanded 
his  company  at  the  second  battle  of  Fredericksburg  and  at 
Chancellorsville. 

In  1865  he  engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  print- 
ing presses  with  the  late  Charles  Potter  and  continued  in  this 
business  until  1879.  For  thirty-seven  years  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Freeholders  of  Union  County,  N.  J.,  and  for  twenty 
years  was  Director  of  the  Board.  He  was  President  of  the  City 
National  Bank  of  Plainfield,  and  also  of  the  Dime  Savings  Bank 
of  that  city.  For  may  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Seventh-Day  Baptist  Memorial  Fund,  and  at 
the  time  of  his  death  was  President  of  the  Board.  He  was  also 
President  of  the  American  Sabbath  Tract  Society,  of  which  he 
had  formerly  been  Treasurer  for  many  years. 

In  1902  he  was  elected  a  trustee  of  Alfred  University  and 
was  a  valued  counsellor  and  liberal  contributor  to  the  funds  of 
the  University. 
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Oscar  U.  Whitford,  A.  M.,  D.  D.,  was  born  in  Plainfield, 
TN.  Y. ,  May  12,  1837,  and  passed  peacefully  away  to  his  final  re- 
ward Oct.  28,  1905. 

After  attending  school  at  DeRuyter,  N.  Y.,  two  or  three 
terms,  he  entered  Milton  Academy,  from  which  he  graduated  in 
1861.  He  then  entered  Alfred  University  and  having  already 
done  some  college  work,  graduated  in  1863.  In  September  of  that 
year  he  accepted  the  position  of  Principal  of  Shiloh  Academy, 
in  New  Jersey.,  where  he  spent  six  most  happy  and  useful 
years,  but  failing  health  compelled  him  to  leave  teaching  and 
for  a  year  was  employed  by  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  West- 
ern Association. 

He  then  entered  Union  Theological  Seminary  and  graduated 
in  1872.  He  became  pastor  of  the  Farina,  111. ,  Church,  receiv- 
ing his  ordination  by  request  of  the  church  there  at  the  be- 
ginning of  his  pastorate.  After  spending  nearly  five  years  there, 
he  accepted  the  call  to  become  pastor  of  the  Walworth,  Wis- 
consin, church,  where  he  remained  five  and  one-half  years. 

In  1882,  he  organized  and  became  pastor  of  the  Chicago  S. 
D.  B.  Church,  remaining  one  and  one-half  years,  when  he  ac- 
cepted the  pastorate  of  the  church  in  Westerly,  R.  I.,  remain- 
ing seven  years.  Returning  to  Wisconsin,  he  became  a  mission- 
ary pastor  of  the  churches  of  the  Northwest  for  two  years. 

In  1893  he  accepted  the  position  of  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Missionary  Society,  faithfully  and  earnestly  performing 
his  arduous  duties  for  twelve  years.  In  1901,  he  was  elected 
trustee  of  Alfred  University  and  esteemed  it  a  privilege  to  give 
her  loving  service  during  all  the  years  of  his  busy  life. 

In  all  these  relations  he  was  faithful  and  conscientious  in 
the  performance  of  every  known  duty.  He  was  charitable  and 
kind,  ever  helpful,  especially  to  the  aged  and  afflicted.  He  had 
a  keen  interest  in  young  people  and,  having  a  high  standard 
himself,  always  sought  to  encourage  them  to  seek  the  highest 
development  possible,  both  mental  and  spiritual. 

In  the  death  of  these  men,  the  University  is  sorely  be- 
reaved, but  in  their  memory  it  has  a  rich  legacy  of  noble 
character  that  will  be  an  inspiration  to  future  generations. 

Aside  from  these  two  deaths  in  the  ranks  of  our  trustees, 
two  serious  illnesses  have  occurred  in  the  faculty,  namely, 
Professor  E.  S.  Babcock  and  Dr.  Gamble,  both  of  whom  have 
been  incapacitated   for   work.     Otherwise   the  University  has 
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been  greatly  blessed  in  the  general  good  health  of  its  officers 
and  student  body.  For  this  kindly  Providence  we  should  render 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Giver  of  all  good. 

FACULTY 

The  faculty  has  remained  during  the  year  as  announced  in 
last  report,  except  that  Professor  Babcock  on  account  of  threat- 
ened tuberculosis  has  been  granted  a  leave  of  absence  and  is  at 
present  in  California,  while  the  work  of  his  department  has 
been  successfully  carried  on,  at  first,  by  J.  F.  Krehbiel,  B.  S., 
and  later  by  Wendell  G.  Wilcox,  B.  S.,  of  Syracuse  University, 
who  will  remain  in  this  position  during  next  year,  as  Professor 
Babcok  considers  it  dangerous  for  him  to  return  to  this  climate 
in  his  present  condition.  Mr.  Wilcox  has  proved  himself  a  most 
efficient  and  successful  teacher  and  also  a  scholar  of  rare  ability. 

In  the  Department  of  Natural  History  and  Agriculture,  Mr. 
J.  Richard  Kelton  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  has 
been  instructor.  He  is  likely  to  accept  a  position  elsewhere  for 
the  coming  year,  and  the  President  is  very  solicitous  that  a 
professor  of  experience  and  superior  ability  be  secured  and 
elected  to  this  professorship  and  also  made  curator  of  the 
Museum.  It  is  a  very  important  department  of  the  College 
and  has  suffered  much  in  recent  years  by  changing  hands  so 
frequently.  I  also  believe  that  a  very  important  work  can  be 
done  by  this  department,  in  practical  agriculture  if  the  right 
man  can  be  placed  in  that  position  and  kept  there  consecutively 
for  a  number  of  years. 

Mr.  Franz  H.  Rosebush,  our ,  new  instructor  in  Physical 
Training,  and  Mr.  Charles  W.  Clarke,  foreman  of  the  carpenter 
shop,  have  both  done  creditable  work.  The  other  members  of 
the  faculty  have  merited  the  commendation  of  the  Board,  and 
have  rendered  distinguished  service. 

THE  ACADEMY 

Mr.  William  S.  Maxson,  Ph.  B.,  who  was  last  year  ap~ 
pointed  Principal  of  the  Academy,  has  fully  justified  our  highest 
expectations  in  his  appointment.  He  has  organized  the 
Academy  in  harmony  with  the  new  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  of  the  State,  and  the  year's  work  in  the 
Academy  is  in  every  respect  most  gratifying. 

Professor  S.  Whitford  Maxson  has  given  excellent  satis- 
faction as  Training  Class  instructor,  and  Miss  Agnes  Rogers  has 
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proven  a  satisfactory  substitute  for  Miss  Eugenia  Marvin  in  the 
English  department.  No  changes  in  the  faculty  are  expected 
for  next  year,  except  that  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
teacher  seems  necessary. 

THE  SEMINARY 

The  work  of  the  Seminary  has  been  conducted  with  usual 
efficiency  and  success.  No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  faculty. 
Dr.  Gamble's  work  has  been  somewhat  impaired  on  account  of 
ill  health.  The  student  body  remains  about  the  same  in  numbers 
as  last  year. 

THE  SCHOOL  OF  CERAMICS 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  this  faculty.  The  high  stand- 
ard of  efficiency  has  been  fully  sustained  and  the  State  continues 
its  liberal  policy  in  the  support  of  the  School. 

The  annual  report  of  this  School  to  the  Governor  is  append- 
ed as  a  part  of  this  report,  as  are  also  the  reports  of  the 
Registrar,  the  Seminary,  the  Academy,  the  Museum,  and  the 
Library.

FINANCE 

The  President  is  pleased  to  report  a  much  improved  financial 
condition  over  former  years. 

Many  Alumni  and  friends  of  the  University  joined  in  a 
movement  started  by  the  trustees,  whereby  a  "  sustaining  fund ' ' 
of  over  $4,000  was  pledged  early  in  the  year.  Three  Thousand 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  of  this  fund  has  already  been  paid,  en- 
abling current  obligations  of  the  University  to  be   paid  without 
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incurring  a  deficit,  and  when  the  full  amount  is  paid,  some  $500 
will  be  available  to  apply  on  reducing  the  outstanding  indebted-, 
ness.  Furthermore,  there  has  been  added  to  the  endowments 
of  the  University  during  the  past  year  over  $14,000.  Nine  Thou- 
sand of  this  sum  is  from  the  bequest  of  the  late  Professor  Ida 
F.  Kenyon. 

The  President  would  recommend  that  this  bequest  be  added 
to  the  endowment  of  the  Professorship  of  Latin  Language  and 
Literature,  and  that  the  name  of  this  professorship  be  changed 
from  the  William  C.  Kenyon  Professorship,  to  the  William  C. 
and  Ida  F.  Kenyon  Professorship  of  Latin  Language  and  Litera- 
ture. 

The  Honorable  Andrew  Carnegie  has  agreed  to  pay  for  a 
library  building  for  Alfred  University  to  cost  $25,000  as  soon  as 
the  trustees  shall  raise  from  other  sources  a  sum  sufficient  to 
clear  off  the  indebtedness.  The  President  would  recommend 
that  the  trustees  accept  this  generous  offer  of  Mr.  Carnegie 
and  at  once  set  about  devising  plans  for  meeting  his  conditions. 
A  library  building  is  greatly  needed  to  accommodate  our  rapidly 
growing  library  and  to  relieve  the  strain  now  placed  upon 
Kenyon  Memorial  Hall  by  this  weight  of  books. 

But  more  important  than  the  library  building,  is  the  desir- 
ability of  clearing  the  indebtedness,  and  freeing  the  Univers- 
ity from  the  great  burden  which  this  debt  imposes.  Unless 
this  is  done  the  annual  sustaining  fund  reccommended  last  year 
must  be  kept  up  permanently  in  the  future.  The  double  in- 
centive for  special  effort  now  is  the  accomplishment  of  both  of 
these  important  objects,  viz.,  the  removal  of  the  debt 
and  the  building  of  a  library  building  for  which  we  have  long 
sought  and  labored  most  earnestly. 

PROSPECTIVE  ATTENDANCE 

From  the  number  of  those  who  have  written  regarding  ad- 
mission in  next  year's  class,  we  seem  to  have  a  prospect  for  a 
larger  attendance  next  year  than  previously. 

Again,  the  President  is  pleased  to  express  his  sincere  thanks 
for  and  appreciation  of  the  confidence  and  support  which  the 
trustees  and  alumni  of  the  University  have  given  to  the  ad- 
ministration in  the  past  as  in  preceding  years.  In  the  hope  of 
such  continued  co-operation,  and  of  the  great  prosperity  of  our 
beloved  Alma  Mater,  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  President  and  Trustees  of  Alfred  University: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Uni- 
versity Library  for  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  drawn  from  the  Library  5,215  volumes. 
Books  have  been  drawn  by  303  individuals,  and  602  pamphlets 
have  been  drawn.  There  have  been  added  to  the  Library  1,853 
volumes,  of  which  299  were  bought  and  1,554,  presented.  The 
number  of  pamphlets  added  is  602.  The  total  number  of  volumes 
in  the  Library  is  19,421.  The  contributions  include  the  Library 
of  the  late  Prof.  Darius  R.  Ford,  consisting  of  1,100  volumes, 
bequeathed  by  him  to  the  University.  There  have  also  been  re- 
ceived from  Dr.  George  E.  Burdick,  Dr.  Alfred  S.  Burdick  and 
Merle  M.  Burdick,  the  sons  of  the  late  Rev.  Stephen  Burdick, 
their  father's  library  and  bookcase,  a  case  made  by  Rev. 
Stephen  Burdick  himself.  Mr.  Charles  C.  Chipman  has  donated 
about  900  architectural  photographs  of  exteriors,  interiors  and 
details,  selected  with  great  care  from  a  large  collection.

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REPORT  OF  CURATOR  OF  ALLEN  STEINHEIM 
MUSEUM 

To  the  President  of  the  University: 

The  work  at  the  museum  during  the  past  year  has  been 
largely  of  a  renovating  nature.  Instead  of  endeavoring  to  add 
to  the  collections  now  on  exhibition,  it  has  been  the  intention  to 
so  rearrange  our  present  collections  as  to  make  them  more 
interesting  to  the  visitors  at  large  and  of  more  value  to  the 
scientific  students.  Owing  to  lack  of  space  several  large  and 
important  collections  have  hitherto  been  filed  away,  or  at  least 
so  placed  as  to  be  of  little  benefit  to  any  one.  But  by  the  pro- 
cess of  rearrangement  this  difficulty  has  in  some  cases  been 
overcome.  There  is  still  a  great  deal  of  this  sort  of  work  to  be 
done. 

Along  the  lines  of  classification  the  chief  work  has  been 
with  the  conchological  collections.  At  the  present  time  the 
work  is  well  advanced  and  can  be  completed  by  early  fall.  But 
at  this  point  a  difficulty  is  met  in  the  lack  of  space  provided 
for  the  proper  exhibition  of  these  shells.  The  Allen-Larkin- 
Stillman  case  is  practically  filled,  and  still  there  are  several 
hundred  specimens  unprovided  for. 

Our  large  collection  of  insects,  which  has  been  slowly 
accumulating  for  several  years,  has  been  considerably  increased 
this  year  by  the  class  in  Entomology.  As  soon  as  the  present 
insect  cabinet  is  completed  there  will  be  a  large  amount  of 
work  to  be  done  in  classifying  and  arranging  the  collection. 
This  could  be  done  by  the  regular  class,  provided  a  keen  super- 
vision was  kept  over  them  to  prevent  mistakes  creeping  in. 

The  herbarium  has  been  overhauled  this  spring  and  many  of 
the  specimens  which  have  lost  their  value,  owing  to  age,  have 
been  replaced  by  new  collections.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the 
near  future  the  present  herbarium  cabinet  can  be  either  re- 
modeled or  replaced  with  a  new  one  so  that  the  general  visitor 
and  many  of  the  students  will  be  aware  that  we  possess  such  a 
collection. 
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Many  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  A.  C.  Whitford  for  his  assist- 
ance in  classifying  and  rearranging  collections. 

The  number  of  visitors  at  the  Steinheim  during  the  past 
year  has  been  very  satisfactory.  Many  school  teachers  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  visiting  the  museum. 
Although  regular  hours  have  been  appointed  when  the  museum 
shall  be  kept  open,  yet  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  not  to  turn 
aside  out-of-town  visitors  who  came  at  other  hours. 

The  additions  to  the  Steinheim  in  the  way  of  gifts  during 
the  past  year  have  been  very  few.  We  believe  that  this  has 
been  due,  to  a  certain  extent  at  least,  to  a  general  idea  on  the 
part  of  several  people  that  we  no  longer  have  the  room  for 
additional  specimens  and  that  whatever  we  might  receive  would 
ibe  laid  away  where  it  would  be  of  little  or  no  use.  This  is  a 
wrong  impression,  for  although  we  have  been  somewhat 
over-crowded  in  one  or  two  of  the  largest  collections  only,  yet 
we  have  plenty  of  space  for  any  specimen  which  has  a  true 
value. 

W.  H.  Crandall  has  very  kindly  presented  the  museum  with 
two  cancelled  checks  drawn  about  1865,  payable  to  W.  C.  Kenyon. 
These  are  very  interesting  when  compared  with  the  checks  of 
our  present  day  system,  and  they  also  serve  to  give  us  an  idea 
of  the  low  salaries  paid  in  those  times. 

Mrs.  Euphemia  A.  Whitford  of  Westerly,  R.  I.,  widow  of 
the  late  Rev.  Oscar  U.  Whitford,  D.  D.,  has  presented  two 
interesting  relics. 

Oiae  of  these  relics  is  a  cane  given  to  Deacon  John  Bright  of 
Shiloh,  N.  J.,  by  the  Rev.  Solomon  Carpenter,  D.  D.,  one  of 
the  first  Seventh-Day  Baptist  missionaries  to  Shanghai,  China. 
After  Deacon  Bright's  death  his  widow  gave  it  to  Dr.  Whitford. 

The  other  relic  is  a  cane  of  olive  wood  from  Mount  Tabor. 
This  cane  was  brought  from  Palestine  by  Mr.  Charles  Saunders, 
once  a  Seventh-Day  Baptist  Missionary  there,  and  presented  to 
Dr.  Whitford  by  Miss  Martha  Saunders,  a  daughter  of  the 
•missionary. 

A  set  of  surveyor's  instruments,  the  first  ever  used  in  Al- 
fred, have  also  been  kindly  presented  to  the  museum  by  the  heirs 
of  Professor  Gurdon  Evans,  who  was  the  possessor  of  the  instru- 
ments.

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

During  the  year  the  Academy  has  adopted,  in  accord  with 
the  1905  Syllabus  of  the  "New  York  State  Educational  Depart- 
ment," a  four  years'  college  preparatory  course  of  study  and 
the  school  has  been  organized  into  classes  for  more  systematic 
work. 

The  school  is  especially  strong  in  the  science  department  as 
additional  physical  apparatus  has  been  purchased  so  all  students 
have  an  opportunity  for  individual  experiments. 

A  fine  working  library  composed  of  the  latest  and  best 
encyclopedias,  dictionaries  and  books  of  reference  along  the  lines 
of  History,  English  and  Science  has  been  obtained  and  is  in  con- 
stant use  by  the  students  in  the  preparation  of  their  lessons. 

Another  step  has  been  taken  in  the  separation  of  College 
and  Academy  by  the  forming  of  a  strictly  High  School  Athletic 
Association  for  the  control  of  all  Academy  athletics.  I  be- 
lieve this  to  be  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 

The  general  work  and  discipline  has  been  healthy,  pleasant 
and  profitable,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  this  state  can  not  be 
continued  in  the  year  to  come. 

The  attendance  of  the  one  hundred  twenty  regular  Academic 
students  has  been  exceptionally  good,  reaching  at  least  a  95  per 
cent  mark.  This  means  good  interest  and  work  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils.

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ACKNOWLEDGMENT  OF  GIFTS 

The  Centennial  Fund 

This  fund,  the  plan  for  which  was  first  presented  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  friends  of  the  University  six  years  ago,  reached 
the  sum  of  $4,661  50  on  June  1,  1906.  This  amount  has  been 
contributed  in  1651  separate  contributions,  thus  showing  the 
popularity  of  the  plan.  It  is  hoped  every  friend  of  higher  edu- 
cation and  of  Alfred  University  will  make  a  contribution  to  this 
fund. 

Whenever  one  thousand  dollars  are  subscribed  and  paid  into 
the  Centennial  Fund  from  any  town  in  the  counties  of  Allegany 
and  Steuben,-  or  from  any  county  in  any  state  or  territory,  free 
tuition  will  be  given  to  one  student  for  the  Freshman  year  of 
the  College;  the  student  to  be  a  resident  of  the  town  or  county 
contributing  the  money,  and  to  be  selected  by  competitive  ex- 
amination. 

One  Thousand  Dollar  Scholarships 

[Act  of  1894] 

During  the  year  four  scholarships  have  been  established 
conditionally.  $2,687  54  have  been  received  on  principal  account, 
of  which  $2,466  54  were  paid  on  account  of  Scholarships  pre- 
viously founded,  and  $221  00  on  account  of  new  Scholarships. 
See  Treasurer's  Report  for  details,  schedule  15  page  39,  and 
schedule  18,  page  43. 

August  1905.  The  Emeline  Truman  Crandall  Memorial 
Scholarship  was  established  by  Miss  Hannah  Crandall  of 
Westerly,  R.  I.,  as  a  memorial  to  her  mother.  It  is  full  paid 
and  subject  to  an  "  Income  Gift  Agreement. "  Miss  Crandall  is 
interested  in  Education,  and  especially  in  Alfred  University,  and 
founded  this  Scholarship  that  some  deserving  person  can  receive 
an  education,  and  also  as  a  memorial  to  her  dear  mother. 
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September,  1905:  Holly  Whitford  Maxson,  A.  B.,  of  the 
Class  of  1897,  founded  a  scholarship  conditionally,  the  name  to 
be  given  later.  $116  has  been  paid  on  account.  Mr.  Maxson 
began  teaching  soon  after  graduation  and  is  winning  a  reputa- 
tion as  a  successful  and  efficient  Principal  in  the  Public  School 
system. 

October,  1905.  The  Doris  Sunshine  Scholarship  has 
been  established  conditionally  by  the  Sunshine  Society  bearing 
this  name  at  Alfred  Station,  N.  Y.  $100  has  been  paid  on  ac- 
count. This  Society  is  a  branch  of  the  International  Sunshine 
Society  with  headquarters  at  96  Fifth  Ave. ,  New  York  City,  and 
is  doing  a  most  deserving  work  in  many  ways.  Their  monthly 
meetings  are  largely  attended,  not  only  by  their  members,  but 
others  who  drop  in  for  a  friendly  chat  and  a  good  supper. 

November,  1905.  Clyde  Leland  Rogers,  A.  B.,  of  the 
class  of  1899,  founded  a  Scholarship  conditionally,  the  name  to 
be  given  later.  Mr.  Rogers  specialized  during  his  course  along, 
patents,  and  soon  after  graduation  secured  a  good  position  in 
the  Patent  office,  Washington,  D.  C. ,  and  has  already  been  pro- 
moted three  times. 

Boothe  Colwell  Davis  Fund 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Alfred  University,  it  was  voted  to  establish  a 
permanent  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Boothe  Colwell  Davis 
Fund,  the  net  income  only  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the 
trustees. 

This  fund  was  started,  believing  that  no  more  fitting  re- 
cognition could  be  made  by  the  Trustees  for  the  untiring  zeal  of 
Dr.  Davis  as  President  of  the  University.  The  following  sub- 
scriptions have  been  made  toward  the  endowment  of  this  fund:

any,  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  University. 

I  give,  devise,  and  bequeath  to  Alfred  University,  located  at  Alfred, 
New  York,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  safely  invested,  and  called 

"  The Scholarship,"  the  net  income 

only  to  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  term  bills  of  some  worthy  and  needy 
student;  the  surplus  income,  if  any,  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  University. 
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I  give,  devise,  and  bequeath  to  Alfred  University,  located  at  Alfred, 

New  York,  the  sum  of dollars  to 

be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library. 

Income  Gifts 

These  gifts  are  absolute;  but  the  giver,  or  a  person  named 
by  him,  receives  from  the  University,  each  half  year  for  life, 
an  income  at  a  rate  per  cent,  of  the  gift,  agreed  upon  in  ad- 
vance, in  place  of  the  interest  which  the  money  would  have 
earned  if  the  donor  had  invested  it. 

A  form  of  agreement  has  been  prepared,  adapted  from  a 
form  which  has  been  used  for  many  years  by  one  of  the  largest 
missionary  societies  in  this  county.  That  society  has  received 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  this  way,  and  the  plan  has 
worked  to  the  mutual  satisfaction  of  the  donors  and  the  society. 

Gifts  made  in  this  way  are  not  subject  to  Inheritance  Taxes, 
which,  in  many  states,  materially  diminish  gifts  made  by  will.

Income  Gift  Agreement 

Memorandum  of  Agreement  made  and  entered  into 
Between  (John  Doe)  of  (Ashaway)  in  the  County  of  (Washing- 
ton) and  State  of  (Rhode  Island)  of  the  first  part,  and  Alfred 
University,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH;  The  said  (John  Doe)  desiring  to  make  a 
donation  of  (Five  Hundred)  dollars  to  said  Alfred  University, 
hereby  pays  to  it,  and  Alfred  University  receives  that  sum 
as  an  absolute  gift  (subject  only  to  the  agreement  of  Alfred 
University  hereinafter  expressed ),  to  be  devoted  to  the  corpor- 
ate purposes  of  said  Alfred  University. 

And,  in  consideration  thereof,  Alfred  University  hereby 
agrees  that  so  long  as  said  John  Doe*  shall  live,  but  no  longer, 
it  will  pay  to  him  the  annual  sum  of  (Twenty-five)  dollars  in 
semi-annual  payments  as  follows:  ($12.50)  on  the  first  day  of 
(January)  next,  and  ($12.50)  at  the  expiration  of  each  six 
months  thereafter. 

Such  payments  shall  be  made  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer 
of  Alfred  University,  at  Alfred,  N.  Y.,   upon  reasonable  de- 
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mand,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  party  entitled  thereto,  they  shall 
be  remitted  to  him  by  Alfred  University  in  any  ordinary  or 
usual  way,  as  instructed,  and  within  ten  days  after  instructions 
received  from  him. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  the  said  (John  Doe)  has  set  his  hand 
and  seal,  and  Alfred  University  has  caused  this  agreement  to 
be  executed  in  its  corporate  name  by  the  President  of  its  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  its  corporate  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed  and 
attested  by  its  Secretary,  this  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two.

The  annual  meetings  of  the  trustees  of  the  University  were 
held  in  Kenyon  Memorial  Hall,  Tuesday,  June  5th.

The  reports  of  officers  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Faculty  and 
the  committees  of  the  Board  were  received  and  adopted. 

Treasurer  William  H.  Crandall's  report  showed  that  the  net 
debt  of  the  University  is  $58,298  28. 

Prof.  Edward  M.  Tomlinson,  Librarian,  reported  that  there 
have  been  1,850  volumes  added  to  the  library  during  the  year, 
of  which  1,552  were  presented  and  298  bought.  The  contribu- 
tions include  the  library  of  the  late  Prof.  Darius  R.  Ford  of 
Elmira,  consisting  of  1,100  volumes;  which  he  bequeathed  to  the 
University. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Presidents  of  the  University  and  of 
the  Trustees  be  made  a  committee,  with  power  to  associate  with 
them  such  persons  as  they  desire,  to  devise  a  plan  and  take  very 
active  steps  to  raise  funds  to  pay  the  debt  of  the  University. 

A  committee  of  two,  consisting  of  C.  Loomis  Allen  and  Capt. 
R.  Emmett  Burdick,  was  appointd  to  raise  funds  to  make  good 
the  probable  deficit  of  the  coming  year. 

The  committee  on  nominations  named  the  same  officers  of 
the  past  year  as  follows:  President,  Albert  B.  Cottrell;  Vice 
President,  Elwood  E.  Hamilton;  Treasurer,  William  H.  Crandall; 
Secretary,  Charles  Stillman. 

An  invitation  from  Rutgers  College,  requesting  Alfred 
University  to  send  a  representative  to  attend  the  inauguration 
of  William  H.  S.  Demarest  as  President,  on  June  20th,  was  ac- 
cepted, and  President  Davis  was  named  as  Alfred's  representa- 
tive.

The  fees  that  students  in  Alfred  University  are  required  to  pay  are  known 
as  tuition  fees,  incidentals,  and  extra  fees.  The  following  statement  shows 
the  total  tuition  and  incidental  fees  charged  in  the  college,  the  allowances  on 
account  of  scholarships,  and  the  cash  paid  by  students  in  each  of  the  last  five 
years:

Three  systems  of  scholarships  are  in  force  in  the  University  as  follows: 

Ten  Per  Cent  Scholarships.  These  were  established  many  years  ago 
on  the  following  terms:  The  University  agreed  to  pay,  by  allowance  upon 
tuition  fees,  ten  per  cent,  per  aunum  on  moneys  donated  to  its  funds;  but  the 
founders  of  the  scholarships  were  not  to  use  them  to  the  detriment  of  the 
University  by  selling,  renting  or  leasing  them,  although  they  might  donate 
the  use  of  them  to  any  person  or  persons  who  depended  entirely  upon  their 
own  exertions  to  defray  their  educational  expenses.  Incidental  and  extra  fees, 
however,  must  be  paid  in  cash  by  the  beneficiaries  of  the  scholarships. 

One  Thousand  Dollar  Scholarships.  Act  of  1894.  These  may  be 
established  conditionally  on  the  payment  of  $100,  and  they  will  continue  in 
force  so  long  as  payments  are  made  amounting  to  at  least  $25  in  two  years, 
but  they  become  permanent  when  the  sum  of  $1,000  is  fully  paid.  The  owner 
of  a  scholarship  is  entitled  to  keep  one  student  in  attendance  at  the  Univers- 
ity whose  tuition  fees,  incidental  fees,  and  extra  fees,  will  be  paid  out  of  the 
income  of  the  principal  fund,  if  the  income  is  sufficient  to  pay  the  same;  but 
if  not,  the  remainder  of  such  fees  must  be  paid  in  cash  by  the  student. 
Societies  endowing  scholarships  conditionally,  and  paying  at  least  $25  a  year 
toward  the  principal,  will  be  allowed  free  tuition  fees  for  one  student  every 
year;  but  the  student  must  pay  incidental  and  extra  fees  in  cash. 

Competitive  Free  Scholarships.  These  are  granted,  under  certain 
conditions,  to  pupils  in  the  High  Schools  in  the  counties  of  Allegany,  Steuben 
Cattaraugus,  Livingston,  and  Wyoming,  New  York;  and  the  counties  of  Mel 
Kean,  Potter,  and  Tioga,  Pennsylvania.  They  are  limited  to  students  fully 
prepared  for  college,  and  exempt  the  holders  from  payment  of  tuition  and  in- 
cidental fees,  but  require  the  payment  in  cash  of  the  nominal  sum  of  $2  a 
year.

The  name  of  Miss  Letson  was  presented  by  Professor  Whit- 
ford  who  said: 

Mr.  President:  Alfred  University  is  to  be  congratulated  that 
during  these  seventy  years  she  has  presented  opportunities  for 
educational  advancement  to  young  women  on  equal  terms  with 
young  men.  It  is  my  privilege  to  recommend  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Science  a  lady  who  has  rendered  distinguished  service 
to  science  as  the  director  of  the  museum  of  the  Buffalo  Society 
of  Natural  Science,  and  has  contributed  to  the  world's  literature 
a  valuable  book  upon  Chonchology,  Miss  Elizabeth  Jane  Letson. 
President  Davis,  in  conferring  the  degree,  said: 
Miss  Letson,  student  of  science,  author  of  valued  scientific 
literature  and  Director  of  the  well  known  Museum  of  the  Buffalo 
Society  of  Natural  Science,  Alfred  gladly  welcomes  you  to  the  list 
of  distinguished  women  who  have  won  for  her  honors  by  superior 
scholarship  and  ability.  The  service  which  you  have  rendered 
to  your  city,  to  the  State  and  to  learning  at  large;  together  with 
the  esteem  in  which  you  are  held  by  educational  officials  of  this 
state,  high  in  authority,  are  the  warrant  for  this  honor.  By 
the  authority  of  the  Trustees,  and  in  behalf  of  the  University,  1 
admit  you  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science,  and  confer  upon 
you  all  the  rights  and  privileges  belonging  thereto. 

Elizabeth  Jane  Letson,  born  at  Griffins  Mills,  N.  Y.,  April  Qth,  1874. 
Received  her  early  education  in  Public  school  No.  7.  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 
Jessup  pupil  at  Philadelphia  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences,  in  the  De- 
partment of  Conchology,  1896-1899.  Special  student  in  the  Department 
of  Molluscs,  at  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  Washington,  D.  C,  summer 
of  1897.  General  assistant  in  Buffalo  Society  of  Natural  Sciences  1892. 
Appointed  Director  of  the  Museum  of  the  Society  in  1899.  Besides  being 
Director  of  the  Museum  of  the  Buffalo  Society  of  Natural  Sciences,  Dr. 
Letson  is  a  member  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society;  American  Anthro- 
pological Association;  Natural  Geographical  Society;  American  Associ- 
ation for  the  Advancement  of  Science;  Buffalo  member  of  New  York 
State  Committee;  Women's  Outdoor  Art  League;  The  American  Civic 
Association;  The  Americanist;  The  Conchological  Society  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland;  Buffalo  Chapter  D.  A.  R.;  and  "  The  Scribblers." 
Dr.    Letson's   interest   in   things  scientific  dates  back     to   her  earliest 
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recollections,  when,  as  a  little  child,  her  favorite  playthings  were  some 
shells  with  which  she  %vould  amuse  herself  for  hours.  As  she  grew  older, 
she  began  collecting  them,  and  studying  their  history  and  formation. 
She  continued  to  pursue  her  education  along  scientific  lines,  and  her 
success  in  her  chosen  profession  is  due  to  her  enthusiasm  and  genuine 
love  for  her  work.  She  possesses  a  brilliant,  analytical  mind,  and  a 
marvellous  grasp  of  detail,  and  has  contributed  several  valuable  papers  to 
leading  scientific  journals. 

Doctor  of  Music 
HOLLIS  E.  DANN 

The  name  of  Prof  essor  Dann  was  presented  by  Professor  F. 
G.  Bates,  who  said: 

Alfred  is  pleased  to  recognize  scholastic  merit  wherever 
found,  but  especially  in  the  faculties  of  our  neighboring  colleges. 
I  present  to  you  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Music,  Hollis  E. 
Dann,  professor  of  Music  in  Cornell  University,  who  has  done  as 
much  as  any  other  to  place  the  teaching  of  music  in  schools  up- 
on a  sound  pedagogic  basis, 
President  Davis  said: 

Professor  Dann,  it  is  a  peculiar  pleasure  for  Alfred  to  re- 
ciprocate the  inter-collegiate  courtesy  which  has  been  so 
generously  shown  by  the  great  University  of  which  you  are  an 
honored  professor.  Cornell  has  given  to  Alfred  learned,  able 
and  loyal  professors,  and  Alfred  has  sent  to  Cornell  many 
students  to  pursue  graduate  and  professional  studies.  But  more 
than  this,  Alfred  honors  you,  sir,  today,  for  what  you  yourself 
have  accomplished  in  the  work  of  education.  You  have  con- 
tributed largely  toward  taking  music  from  its  isolation  as  a  fine 
art,  and  placing  it  upon  a  pedagogical  basis  in  the  public  schools, 
and  further  still  in  making  it  take  rank  in  the  University  curric- 
ulum. Your  superior  learning  and  skill  in  music  and  your  great 
devotion  to  education  in  music  demand  this  recognition.  1  there- 
fore admit  you  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Music  in  this  Univer- 
sity and  confer  upon  you  all  the  rights  and  privileges  belonging 
thereto. 

Hollis  E.  Dann,  musician,  born  in  Canton,  Pa.,  May  i,  1861,  prepared 
for  college  at  Canton  High  School,  graduating  in  1879;  teacher  in  Canton 
public  schools  1879-1882;  continued  study  of  music  in  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
1882-1883,  and  in  Boston,  Mass.,  1883-1885;  taught  music  and  conducted 
choral  classes  in  Canton  1885-1886;  principal  of  schools  at  Havana,  N- 
Y.,    1886-1887;    director,    Cornell     University     Glee    Club    1889- 1906; 
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member  of  the  Faculty,  New  School  Methods  in  Public  School  Music, 
Boston,  1885-1906;  head  of  department  of  Music,  Cornell  University, 
1903-1906. 

Doctor  of  Pedagogy 

CHARLES  EUGENE  GORTON,  A.  M. 

The  name  of  Superintendent  Gorton  was  presented  by  Pro- 
fessor Clark,  who  said: 

We  have  with  us  today,  Mr.  President,  a  gentleman  who 
has  devoted  his  life  to  public  service  in  the  field  of  education. 
He  has  won  for  himself  the  distinction  of  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  one  of  the  first  cities  of  our  commonwealth,  and  he 
has  retained  this  distinction  now  nearly  twenty  years.  Every- 
where throughout  our  state,  and  in  other  states  as  well,  this 
gentleman  is  recognized  as  an  educational  leader.  I  therefore 
take  pleasure,  Mr.  President,  in  presenting  to  you  for  the 
honorary  degree,  Doctor  of  Pedagogy,  Superintendent  Charles 
E.  Gorton  of  Yonkers. 
President  Davis  said: 

Superintendent  Gorton,  son  of  the  University  of  Michigan, 
scholar,  teacher  and  educational  executive,  Alfred  University 
welcomes  you  to  an  honored  place  among  the  long  line  of  her 
alumni  who  have  wrought  with  distinction  in  the  field  of  edu- 
cation. No  profession  calls  for  greater  learning,  skill,  or  more 
unselfish  devotion  to  humanity  than  the  profession  of  school 
administration.  Your  universally  acknowledged  high  achieve- 
ments in  your  profession  commend  you  to  Alfred  for  this  honor. 
I  therefore  admit  you  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Pedagogy  in  this 
University  and  confer  upon  you  all  the  rights  and  privileges  be- 
longing thereto. 

Charles  Eugene  Gorton  received  his  preparation  for  college  in  the 
Cazenovia  and  Whitestown  Seminaries.  He  entered  the  freshman  class 
of  Michigan  University  in  the  fall  of  1867,  and  graduated  with  the  de- 
gree of  Ph.  B.  in  187 1.  He  was  one  of  the  honor  members  of  the  class, 
and  one  of  the  seven  men  chosen  to  deliver  orations  at  Commencement. 
Before  graduation  from  college,  he  had  taught  in  the  village  school  of 
Whitestown,  N.  Y.,  and  in  Dexter,  Michigan.  He  went  to  Yonkers  in 
the  fall  of  1872,  to  teach  in  the  highest  grammar  grade  in  School  No.  2. 
He  was  promoted  to  a  teacher  of  the  academic  grade  in  the  same  school 
in  1874,  and  was  appointed  Principal  of  this  school  when  the  schools  of 
Yonkers  were  consolidated  into  a  city  system  in  1881. 
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The  Yonkers  High  School  was  founded  in  1882.  and  Mr.  Gorton  was  its 
first  Principal.  He  held  this  position  until  October,  1883,  when  he  was 
elected  Superintendent  to  succeed  Andrew  J.  Rickoff,  which  position  he 
has  occupied  since  the  above  date.  He  has  always  been  active  in 
teachers'  associations  and  councils.  He  has  served  as  President  of  the 
Council  of  City  and  Village  Superintendents  of  New  York,  and  has  con- 
tributed many  papers  and  addresses  to  the  New  York  State  Association 
and  the  National  Educational  Association.  Dr.  Gorton  has  studied  law 
and  has  been  admitted  to  the  bar.  He  is  also  an  able  and  scholarly 
lecturer. 

Doctor  of  Literature 
MARQUIS  HENRY  DE  TREVELEC,  A.  M.,  B.  D. 

The  name  of  the  Marquis  de  Trevelec  was  presented  by- 
Professor  Binns,  who  said: 

Mr.  President:  It  will  be  remembered  by  many  present 
that  Dr.  Harry  Thurston  Peck  in  an  address  before  the  Alumni 
Association  some  three  years  ago,  enlarged  upon  that  union  of 
colleges  to  which  you  yourself  have  just  alluded.  To-day  we 
have  evidence  that  this  union  is  not  merely  national  but  univers- 
al. The  oration  to  which  we  have  listened,  delivered  in  this 
place  by  a  distinguished  son  of  Cambridge  University,  will  help 
to  draw  into  closer  union  the  college  men  of  English  speaking 
countries.  For  myself  it  is  no  small  gratification  to  be  able  to 
exhibit  to  this  body,  and  especially  to  the  students  of  this  college, 
so  fine  a  specimen  of  an  English  gentleman  and  especially  of  an 
English  clergymen. 

The  orator  has  apologized  for  the  English  point  of  view  and 
the  students  will  remember  that  we  ourselves  have  discussed 
this  English  view-point  ad  nauseam,  but  I  shall  no  longer 
tremble  when  I  stand  upon  the  chapel  platform  to  proffer  the 
prejudices  of  an  Englishman. 

I  have  the  honor,  Sir,  to  present  to  you  the  name  of  the 
orator  of  today,  the  Reverend  Marquis  Henry  de  Trevelec, 
Master  of  Arts,  to  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Literature. 

President  Davis  said: 

The  Reverend  Marquis  Henry  de  Trevelec,  son  of  Cam- 
bridge University,  scholar,  author  and  divine,  Alfred  Univers- 
ity bids  you  welcome.  Bearing  the  honored  name  of  one  of 
England's  most  celebrated  Kings,  Alfred  breaths  the  spirit  of 
international  comity.     Your  French  ancestory  and  your  English 
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home  both  bespeak  our  fellowship.  But  Sir,  it  is  not  alone 
that  you  sprang  from  a  race  friendly  to  the  American  colonies, 
or  that  you  are  a  citizen  of  a  country  whose  illustrious  King 
Alfred  lives  eternally  enshrined  in  the  name  of  our  University, 
that  you  are  accorded  honorary  membership  among  our  dis- 
tinguished Alumni.  Your  own  learning,  high  character  and 
literary  achievements,  never  more  fully  shown  than  in  the 
logical,  eloquent,  and  spiritual  Doctor's  oration  just  delivered 
from  this  platform,  make  this  degree  a  just  tribute  to  a  notable 
service. 

I  therefore  gladly  admit  you  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Literature  in  this  University  and  confer  upon  you  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  belonging  thereto. 

The  Marquis  Henry  de  Trevelec  was  born  of  French  parents  in  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y. ,  and  received  his  early  education  in  America,  including  a  college 
course  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  He  then  went  to  England  where 
he  pursued  a  course  of  study  in  Cambridge  University  and  received  the 
Masters'  degree.  Ha  also  studied  theology,  and  upon  the  completion 
of  his  studies  became  a  clergyman  in  the  church  of  England. 
He  is  now  Rector  of  a  large  and  influential  pro-Cathedral  church  in 
Bournmouth,  England.  Aside  from  his  varied  and  extensive  profession- 
al services  the  Marquis  has  distinguished  himself  in  the  field  of  literature 
where  he  has  received  fitting  recognition  by  election  to  membership  in 
various  learned  literary  societies  of  France,  Germany  and  England.  He 
is  also  a  "  Fellow  "  of  the  Royal  Geographical  Society  of  London.  His 
wide  philanthropic  sympathy  is  shown  in  his  service  as  National  President 
of  the  Sunshine  Society  in  Great  Britian.  His  trip  to  America  to  deliver 
the  Doctor's  Oration  in  Alfred  University,  and  the  exceptional  excellence 
of  that  oration,  together  with  the  personal  charm  of  the  speaker,  give  the 
Marquis  de  Trevelec  high  rank  among  the  distinguished  Alumni  of  Al- 
fred. 

Doctor  of  Laws 
GEORGE  SCOTT,  A.  M.,  PH.  D.,  Litt.  D. 

The  name  of  Professor  Scott  was  presented  by  Professor 
Tomlinson  in  the  following  words: 

I  rise,  Mr.  President,  to  present  the  name  of  one  who,  thirty 
years  ago,  upon  the  completion  of  his  college  course,  received 
from  Alfred  University  the  bachelor's  degree.  Immediately  up- 
on his  graduation  he  was  called  into  the  service  of  this  institu- 
tion, and  for  ten  years  he  was  a  distinguished  member  of  our 
Faculty.     His  love  of  learning  then  led  him  to  Yale  University, 
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where,  after  pursuing  graduate  studies  under  Professor  William 
Dwight  Whitney,  Professor  Tracy  Peck  and  others,  he  received 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  For  nearly  twenty  years 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Faculty  of  Otterbein  University. 
Alfred  students  of  former  years  recall  with  pleasure  the  genial 
ways  and  the  great  teaching  ability  of  the  scholarly  man  whose 
name  I  present  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws,  Dr.  George 
Scott,  Professor  of  Latin  in  Otterbein  University  and  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  of  that  institution. 

President  Davis  said: 

Professor  Scott,  distinguished  son  of  Alfred  and  of  Yale ; 
beloved  professor  of  Latin  in  Alfred  University,  professor  and 
some  time  President  of  Otterbein  University,  your  Alma  Mater 
delights  to  welcome  you  to  her  highest  honor.  Your  notable 
achievements  in  classical  learning,  your  valuable  service  in  form- 
er years  in  the  faculty  of  Alfred  University,  and  your  long  and 
honored  career  as  professor  in,  and  president  of,  Otterbein  Uni- 
versity, render  you  worthy  of  great  scholastic  honor. 

My  task  is  doubly  pleasant  when  I  recall  my  obligations  to 
you  as  a  beloved  professor  in  the  days  of  my  college  life  at  Al- 
fred. I  therefore  gladly  admit  you  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  in  Alfred  University  and  confer  upon  you  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  belonging  thereto. 

George  Scott,  born  in  New  York  City  in  1849,  spent  his  early  life  in 
Ontario,  Canada.  His  education,  begun  in  the  public  schools  of  Ontario, 
was  continued  in  Woodstock  Literary  Institution,  Alfred  University, 
Yale  University,  and  the  American  School  of  Archaeology  at  Athens, 
Greece.  From  Alfred  he  has  received  the  degrees  A.  B  ,  A.  M.  and  Litt. 
D.,  and  from  Yale  University,  Ph.  D.  His  life  has  been  devoted  to  the 
profession  of  teaching.  Having  had  considerable  experience  teaching  in 
the  public  schools  of  Ontario  and  New  York,  he  became  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  Greek  and  Latin  in  Alfred  University  in  1877,  soon  becoming 
professor  of  Greek,  then  professor  of  Latin.  He  remained  in  Alfred, 
giving  most  valuable  assistance  to  his  Alma  Mater  in  these  positions  until 
1887,  when  he  was  called  to  the  professorship  of  Latin  in  Otterbein  Uni- 
versity. Here  he  still  labors,  having  served  Otterbein  as  Dean,  President 
and  Vice  President  respectively,  retaining  always  with  these  executive 
offices,  his  professorship  of  Latin.  Dr.  Scott  has  traveled  and  studied 
extensively  in  European  countries,  especially  in  Italy,  Greece  and  England. 
He  has  always  retained  a  warm  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  his  Alma 
Mater  and  is  esteemed  by  her  as  one  of  her  most  honored  and  dis- 
tinguished sons. 
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FREDERICK  WILLIAM  KRUSE 

The  name  of  Judge  Kruse  was  presented  by  Judge  Peter 
B.  McLennan,  who  said: 

Mr.  President:  Alfred  University  is  honored  by  the 
presence  here  today  of  many  distinguished  men.  Among  these 
are  three  of  my  colleagues  upon  the  bench  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  this  state.  I  could  have  no  greater  privilege,  or  no 
more  coveted  honor  today,  than  the  privilege  of  proposing  the 
name  of  one  of  these  Supreme  Court  Justices  for  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  The  gentleman  to  whom  I  refer  is 
well  known  to  the  Trustees  of  this  University  and  the  people  of 
Western  New  York. 

He  is  an  American  citizen  who  has  risen  to  distinction, 
solely  by  virtue  of  his  untiring  energy  and  sterling  integrity. 
He  fought  his  way  from  obscurity  and  poverty  to  a  place  of 
prominence  and  leadership  among  his  colleagues  in  the  legal 
profession.  In  just  recognition  of  his  ability  and  achievements, 
he  was  honored  by  appointment  and  then  by  election  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  state,  and  later  by  appointment  to  the 
appellate  division.  He  is  universally  acknowledged  to  be  a 
jurist  of  wide  legal  knowledge,  deep  insight  and  impartial 
judgment,  and  as  such  fully  merits  the  honor  I  propose.  I 
present  to  you,  my  dear  friend  and  associate  Justice,  the  Hon. 
Frederick  William  Kruse. 

President  Davis  said: 

Judge  Kruse,  the  name  and  illustrious  character  of  the  dis- 
tinguished Justice  who  has  proposed  your  name  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws,  would  alone  warrant  such  action  on  the 
part  of  Alfred  University.  You  are,  however,  not  unknown  to 
the  trustees  and  alumni  of  this  college. 

Your  distinguished  career  has  not  been  without  observa- 
tion, and  it  has  prompted  a  just  pride  in  the  minds  of  your 
fellow  citizens  in  Western  New  York.  You  are  our  neighbor, 
and  as  Alfred  belongs  to  Western  New  York,  so  you  belong  to 
Alfred;  and  you  are  this  day  adopted  as  an  honorary  alumnus, 
and  welcomed  among  the  distinguished  sons  of  Alfred.  I  gladly 
admit  you,  sir,  to  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  this  Univer- 
sity and  confer  upon  you  all  the  rights  and  privileges  belonging 
thereto. 

Frederick  William  Kruse   was  born  June  25,  1852,    in  Germany,  midway 
between  Berlin  and  the  Baltic  Sea.     When  a   year  old  he  was  brought  to 
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this  country.  He  left  home  when  thirteen  years  old  and  worked  on  farms 
and  in  a  factory,  attending  school  winters.  His  education  was  obtained 
in  the  common  schools  and  in  the  Griffith  Institute  at  Springville,  N.  Y. 
At  seventeen  years  of  age  he  became  a  teacher  in  the  common  schools. 
Mr.  Kruse  began  the  study  of  law  in  1873,  and  was  admitted  to  the  New 
York  Bar  in  1877.  For  four  years,  from  18S4  to  1887  he  was  a  member 
of  the  New  York  State  Assembly,  representing  the  first  assembly  district 
of  Cattaraugus  county.  In  188S  he  was  a  member  of  the  commission 
appointed  to  revise  the  excise  laws  of  the  state.  He  was  commissioned 
in  1890  to  investigate  the  frauds  in  connection  with  the  federal  census, 
and  re-enumerate  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.  Governor  Morton  of 
New  York  made  him  in  1895  a  member  of  the  commission  to  prepare  and 
submit  charters  for  third  class  cities.  Governor  Black  appointed  Mr- 
Kruse  county  judge  of  Cattaraugus  couuty  in  1897  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  Judge  Oliver  S.  Vreeland.  Judge  Kruse  was  elected  for 
the  full  term  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year.  He  became  a  justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  in  January,  1900,  by  appointment  of  Governor  Roosevelt, 
and  was  elected  for  the  full  term  at  the  general  election  in  that  year.  In 
January,  1906,  Justice  Kruse  was  designated  by  Governor  Higgins  an 
associate  justice  of  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the 
Fourth  Department,  which  includes  Western  New  York.  His  address 
is  Olean,  N.    Y. 

GEORGE  HERBERT  UTTER 

The  name  of  Governor  Utter  was  presented  by  Professor 
A.  B.  Kenyon,  who  said: 

Mr.  President:  I  esteem  it  an  honor  as  well  as  a  privilege 
and  a  pleasure  to  present  the  name  of  a  man  from  my  native 
state,  who  was  for  two  years  a  fellow  student  with  me  in  Alfred, 
and  then  and  ever  since  a  warm  personal  friend.  He  is  also  a 
graduate  and  loyal  alumnus  of  Amherst  College,  and  a  man  of 
ripe  scholarship  and  fine  literary  tastes.  He  is  a  successful  man 
of  affairs  in  both  private  and  public  life.  He  has  been  honored 
by  the  people  of  his  state  by  election  to  the  highest  office  in  the 
state,  and  he  is  administering  its  affairs  with  marked  ability 
and  upon  a  high  plane. 

He  is  a  man  of  high  character,  lofty  ideals,  and  noble  pur- 
poses. I  am  proud,  Mr.  President,  to  present  for  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws,  the  Honorable  George  H.  Utter,  his 
excellency,  the  Governor  of  Rhode  Island. 

President  Davis  said: 

Governor  Utter,  New  York  State  and  Alfred  University 
welcome  the  Governor  of  Rhode  Island. 
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Many  sons  of  Alfred  have  honored  her  with  distinguished 
achievements.  None  are  more  illustrious  than  yourself  or 
deserve  more  fully  the  scholastic  honors  colleges  can  bestow. 
In  journalism  and  politics  your  scholarship  and  high  character 
have  made  you  a  conservator  of  public  morals  and  civic 
righteousness.  That  your  own  state  has  twice  chosen  you  to 
occupy  the  highest  office  in  the  gift  of  its  people,  affords  no 
greater  pleasure  to  any  than  to  your  fellow  alumni  and  to  your 
colleagues  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Alfred  University.  It 
is  fitting  that  the  beautiful  little  flag  of  Rhode  Island  and  the 
flag  of  the  Empire  state  should  adorn  this  platform,  while  their 
illustrious  governors  meet  upon  the  high  ground  of  scholastic 
honor.  I  therefore  gladly  admit  you  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  in  this  University,  and  confer  upon  you  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  belonging  thereto. 

George  Herbert  Utter,  Governor  of  Rhode  Island,  was  born  in  Plainfield, 
N.  J.,  July  24,  1854.  He  lived  in  Williamsburg,  which  is  now  a  part  of 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  for  six  years,  and  in  1861  went  to  Westerly,  R.  I., 
where  he  has  since  resided.  He  obtained  his  primary  education  in  the 
public  and  private  schools  of  Westerly,  but  in  1868  he  went  to  Alfred, 
where  he  became  a  student  for  two  years  in  Alfred  Academy.  In  the 
summer  of  1870  he  returned  to  Westerly,  and  spent  a  year  working  at  the 
printer's  trade.  He  then  entered  the  Westerly  High  School,  where  he 
remained  two  years,  and  in  the  fall  of  1873  he  entered  Amherst  college 
in  the  class  of  1877  with  which  he  graduated  four  years  later.  On 
graduation  he  returned  to  Westerly  and  entered  upon  his  life  work  as  a 
newspaper  man.  The  weekly  publication  with  which  he  was  at  first 
connected  has  become  a  daily,  and  the  business  elsewise  has  correspond- 
ingly grown.  Mr.  Utter  entered  public  life  in  1885,  though  he  had  pre- 
viously been  identified  with  the  schools  of  his  town.  In  that  year  he  be- 
came a  member  of  the  Rhode  Island  General  Assembly,  where  he  re- 
mained six  years,  four  as  a  member  of  the  house  of  representatives  and 
two  as  a  member  of  the  senate.  The  last  year  of  his  service  in  the  house 
of  representatives  he  was  its  speaker.  From  May,  1891,  until  May,  1894, 
he  was  secretary  of  state  of  Rhode  Island.  Then  he  retired  from  public 
life  in  order  to  give  his  attention  to  his  private  affairs.  In  November, 
1903,  he  was  elected  lieutenant  governor,  and  in  the  succeeding  year  was 
elected  governor,  an  office  to  which  he  was  reelected  the  following  year 
and  which  he  holds  at  the  time  of  the  printing  of  this  sketch.  Mr.  Utter 
was  elected  a  trustee  of  Alfred  University  in  1895  and  continues  to  serve 
the  University  in  this  important  office. 
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FRANK  WAYLAND  HIGGINS 

The  name  of  Governor  Higgins  was  presented  by  President 
Davis  who  said: 

Last,  but  not  least,  the  Hon.  Frank  Wayland  Higgins, 
Governor  of  the  state  of  New  York.  Governor  Higgins,  today 
is  a  memorable  day  in  the  history  of  this  University.  Never 
before  in  the  seventy  years  of  Alfred's  service,  has  the  Chief 
Executive  of  the  great  state  of  New  York  done  us  this  high 
honor.  The  imposing  flag  of  your  office  blends  its  folds  with 
the  flag  of  Rhode  Island,  whose  governor  we  also  greet,  and  by 
these  emblems  of  government,  and  the  presence  of  your  Ex- 
cellency, the  vital  relations  of  education  and  good  government 
are  emphasized  anew.  But  sir,  your  presence  is  more  to  us 
than  a  representative  of  your  high  office. 

No  Governor  of  New  York  has  excelled  you  in  a  broad 
minded,  impartial,  fearless  and  patriotic  administration.  No 
greater  reforms  have  ever  been  inaugurated  in  the  interest  of 
good  morals,  economic  justice  and  social  liberty  than  you  have 
inaugurated;  and  none  have  ever  been  so  speedily,  wisely  and 
successfully  carried  to  completion  as  under  your  illustrious  ad- 
ministration. You  have  merited  most  truly  the  distinction  you 
enjoy  as  the  personal  friend  and  close  colleague  of  the  great 
Roosevelt  in  patriotism,  and  moral  and  social  progress.  And 
further  still;  you  are  held  in  affectionate  regard  by  Alfred  Uni- 
versity, not  only  for  your  statesmanship  and  far  reaching  public 
services,  but  for  the  special  service  you  have  rendered  to  educa- 
tion, and  particularly  to  technical  education,  in  Clay- Working 
and  Ceramics,  which  has  been  made  possible  in  the  state  of 
New  York  and  at  Alfred  University  through  your  personal 
assistance.  In  evidence  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  you  are 
justly  held,  Alfred  University  begs  you  to  accept  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  belonging 
thereto,  together  with  adoption  as  an  alumnus  of  this  Univer- 
sity, which  degree  is  now  hereby  duly  conferred. 
Ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  Governor  ! 
Governor  Higgins  made  the  following  response: 
It  is  a  rare  pleasure  for  me  to  be  present  at  the  exercises 
of  this  institution  of  learning  and  to  testify  to  my  appreciation 
of  the  thorough,  conscientious  and  scholarly  work  which  is 
done  here  from  year  to  year  so  modestly  and  quietly  under  the 
inspiration  of  Christian  teachers  and  Christian  ideals. 
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Alfred  University  and  its  honored  president,  Dr.  Davis, 
have  always  been  peculiarly  near  and  dear  to  me.  Born  as  I 
was  in  this  county,  I  have  taken  the  keenest  interest  in  the 
growth  and  prosperity  of  its  institutions.  It  has  been  my  good 
fortune  to  be  able  to  present  the  claims  of  Alfred  for  recog- 
nition by  the  State  in  connection  with  the  development  of  the 
science  and  art  of  clay  working  and  ceramics.  The  affection 
that  I  feel  for  the  University  has  been  reciprocated  by  the 
hearty  and  loyal  support  and  confidence  of  trustees,  faculty  and 
students. 

Founded  and  maintained  in  the  interest  of  Christian  edu- 
cation, Alfred  welcomes  all  to  equal  enjoyment  of  its  privileges. 
Modern,  not  ecclesiastical  in  its  aims,  it  seeks  to  develop  practi- 
cal knowledge  along  with  the  humanities.     Woman  is  recognized 
here  as  the  equal  of  man  in  the  educational  world,  and  he  alone 
is  excluded  who  is  unworthy  of  membership  in  the  fraternity  of 
letters  by  reason  of  mental  or  moral  dullness  or  indifference. 
Alfred  is  what  is  styled  a  little  college,  yet  it  is  dear  to  the 
loyal  alumni  who  have  passed  beyond  its  portals  into  the  busy 
world  beyond;  dear  to  the  enthusiastic  student  body  who  gather 
yearly  within  its  walls,   and  dear  to   the   learned  and  patient 
faculty  who  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  unselfish   service 
of    scholarship    amid   the   sweet    serenity    of   these    peaceful 
surroundings. 

Harvard,  Yale  and  Cornell  may  send  forth  a  hundred  where 
Alfred  graduates  one,  but  the  lamp  of  learning  burns  as  bright- 
ly here  as  in  the  crowded  halls  of  the  great  universities.  There, 
too  often,  the  college  degree  serves  only  to  decorate  the  man. 
Here  the  young  man  and  the  young  woman  seek  not  the  prestige 
of  living  under  the  shadow  of  a  great  name,  but  rather  the 
better  things  that  make  for  true  manhood  and  womanhood. 

The  little  college  in  its  country  home  will  never  sink  into 
insignificance,  but  will  continue  in  its  noble  purpose  of  extend- 
ing throughout  its  zone  of  influence  the  blessings  of  education 
and  religion  to  those  who  might  otherwise  through  the  vicissi- 
tudes of  iron  fortune  be  unable  to  follow  the  leading  of  those 
kindly  lights. 

May  the  years  to  come  be  rich  with  God's  gifts  of  honor- 
able growth  and  well  earned  prosperity  to  Alfred  University. 

F'rank  Wayland  Higgins,  Governor  of  New  York  State,  born  at 
Rushford,  Allegany  County,  N.  Y.,  Aug-.  18,  1856;  son  of  the  late 
Orrin  T.  Higgins;  received  his  education  at  the   Rushford  Academy  and 
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at  the  Review  Military  Academy  at  Poughkeepsie,  this  being  supplement- 
ed by  a  course  of  commercial  college  business  education;  in  1875  engaged 
in  mercantile  business  on  his  own  account  at  Stanton,  Mich.,  which  he 
conducted  successfully  for  three  years;  in  1879  removed  to  Olean  and  as- 
sumed the  management  of  the  extensive  grocery  business  of  Higgins, 
Blodgett  &  Co.,  and  succeeded  to  the  ownership  in  1886;  is  one  of  the 
largest  stockholders  and  a  director  in  the  Exchange  National  Bank;  but 
for  the  past  ten  years  has  given  most  of  his  attention  to  timber  and  iron 
properties  in  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  on  the  Pacific  Coast; 
has  been  for  years  a  trustee  of  the  Western  New  York  Home  for  Friend- 
less and  Dependent  Children,  a  trustee  of  the  Chautauqua  Assembly,  and 
connected  with  various  other  benevolent  and  charitable  enterprises  in 
western  New  York;  £893,  he  was  unanimously  nominated  for  State 
senator  of  the  Fiftieth  district,  and  was  elected  by  a  large  plurality;  re- 
elected for  three  successive  terms,  1896,  1898,  and  1900;  he  was  a  delegate 
to  the  Republican  National  Convention  in  Chicago  in  1888,  and  has  on  a 
number  of  occasions  served  his  city,  country,  and  district  in  a  representa- 
tive capacity;  elected  governor  on  Republican  ticket  in  1904.

The  income  is 
used,  in  part  to  defray  the  expenses  incident  to  a  course  of 
lectures  at  the  University  and  in  part  for  the  general  expenses. 

Two  forms  of  pledges  toward  the  principal  of  the  endow- 
ment fund  have  been  adopted, — one  for  the  payment  of  $1.00  a 
month  for  five  years,  and  the  other  for  the  payment  of  $10.00  a 
year  for  ten  years.  Pledges  and  contributions  in  cash  are 
solicited,  and  will  be  duly  acknowledged  and  added  to  the 
principal  of  the  fund.  Remember  the  Society  in  your  will, 
making  the  bequest  payable  to  the  Society  by  its  corporate 
name,  to  wit,  The  Alumni  Association  of  Alfred  Univers- 
ity. 

The  Society  is  represented  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  by  nine  trustees,  three  of  whom  are  elected  each 
year  for  a  term  of  three  years.

The    following   is   a   copy  of  Chapter  333  of   the  Session 
Laws  of  New  York,  1900: 

An  act  to  establish  a  State  School  of  Clay- Working  and 
Ceramics  at  Alfred  University,  and  making  appropriation 
for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  a  suitable  building 
and  the  maintenance  of  such  school  for  one  year. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  state  school  of 
clay-working  and  ceramics  at  Alfred  University.  For  the 
purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping  a  suitable  building  for 
such  school  at  Alfred,  New  York,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of 
the  comptroller,  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  state  architect, 
to  Alfred  University.  No  part  of  such  moneys  shall  be 
expended  until  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  such  building  and  the  location  thereof  shall  be 
approved  by  the  state  architect,  nor  until  the  comptroller  shall 
have  certified  that  in  his  judgment  the  expense  of  the 
completion  and  equipment  of  such  building  in  accordance  with 
such  plans  and  specifications  will  not  exceed  the  amount  of  such 
appropriation.  Such  building  and  equipment  shall  be  the 
property  of  the  state.  There  shall  be  no  tuition  charged  to 
students  residents  of  this  state  for  instruction  in  the  school 
hereby  established. 

Section  2.  For  the  maintenance  for  one  year  of  said  state 
school  of  clay-working  and  ceramics,  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  payable  to  the  treasurer  of  Alfred  University,  on 
the  warrant  of  the  comptroller. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 
To  the  President  of  Alfred  University: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  Sixth  Annual 
Report  of  the  New  York  State  School  of  Clay- Working  and 
Ceramics. 

The  work  of  the  school  has,  during  the  past  year,  made  the 
most  distinct  advance  in  its  history.  A  larger  registration  of 
students  and  a  consequent  more  earnest  spirit  have  contributed 
to  this  end. 

It  was  from  the  first  expected  that  as  the  senior  students 
increased  in  number  and  became  capable  of  doing  more  ad- 
vanced work,  that  the  school  would  receive  fuller  recognition. 
This  expectation  is  being  fully  realized.  Scarcely  a  day  passes 
but  some  enquiry  or  request  is  received  from  outside.  These 
take  many  forms.  A  new  clay  bank  is  located  and  the  owner 
sends  samples  to  the  school  for  analysis  and  expert  opinion. 
Railroad  companies  opening  new  territory  desire  that  manu- 
facturing plants  should  locate  along  their  tracks.  Makers  of 
clay  wares  wishing  to  secure  the  services  of  a  trained  helper, 
artists  who  are  attempting  to  produce  ornamental  wares;  all 
these  and  others  turn  to  the  school  for  help. 

Forty- three  samples  of  clays  have  been  received  and  ex- 
amined. The  laboratory  of  the  University  renders  efficient  help 
in  this  work  and  without  this  resource  the  State  would  have  been 
compelled  to  equip  a  laboratory  in  the  school  and  to  retain  the 
services  of  an  analytical  chemist.  Some  of  these  samples  repre- 
sent valuable  deposits  and  are  in  process  of  development  as 
manufactures.  Some,  of  course,  are  of  no  value,  and  not  the 
least  important  part  of  the  work  is  preventing  the  waste  of 
capital  in  exploiting  useless  material. 

As  illustrating  the  wide  scope  of  the  school  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  the  Director  of  Education  at  Manila  has  written 
for  information  and  advice  on  the  matter  of  instruction  in  clay- 
working  in  the  public  schools  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  that 
correspondence  has  been  received  from  Oregon,  California* 
Alabama,  Texas,  Georgia,  Maine  and  Massachusetts.  While 
this  fact  has  no  direct  bearing  upon  the  work  in  New  York 
State  it  illustrates  the  fact  that  students  of  the  school,  nearly 
all  of  whom  are  residents  of  the  State,  have  a  wide  range  of 
opportunity  before  them.  This  is  further  shown  by  the  facts 
that  the  first  graduate,    1904,  is  now   assistant   on  the   Illinois 
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Geological  Survey,  with  special  reference  to  clay  resources,  and 
that  the  second,  1905,  is  engaged  in  a  large  manufacturing  plant 
in  Arkansas.  So  large,  indeed,  has  become  the  demand  for 
graduates  that  it  is,  and  is  likely  to  remain,  several  years  ahead 
of  the  supply. 

Thirty  students  are  registered;  thirteen  men  and  seventeen 
women.  The  former  are  mainly  engaged  in  studying  the  tech- 
nical problems  which  present  themselves  in  the  manufacture  of 
clay-wares.  They  are  well  instructed  in  the  collateral  branches 
of  science  and  language  under  the  Faculty  of  the  University, 
and  their  work  in  the  school  is  largely  practical.  The  latter  are 
mainly  instructed  in  the  classes  in  modeling  and  design  so  ably 
conducted  by  Miss  Hlanchard.  These  students  are  qualifying  as 
designers  or  as  producers  of  artistic  wares. 

The  collection  of  pottery  which  was  exhibited  at  the  World's 
Fair  at  St.  Louis  has  been  returned  to  the  School  and  is  being- 
rearranged  in  order  to  occupy  a  permanent  home  in  the  State 
Capitol. 

The  National  Conventions  were  held  in  February  at  Birming- 
ham, Alabama,  and  were  attended  by  your  Director  who  read  a 
paper  and  took  part  in  the  technical  discussions.  He  was 
placed  upon  a  National  Committee  for  securing  standard  tests 
of  clays.

The  number  in  parenthesis  immediately  following  a  name 
indicates  the  school  year  in  which  the  party  matriculated;  but, 
in  the  case  of  graduates,  the  year  of  graduation  is  given  instead, 
with  the  initial  letters  of  the  degree  received.  The  name  of  a 
place  in  parenthesis  indicates  the  place  of  residence  at 
matriculation. 

Asa  Clark  Burdick,  E.  M.,  '44,  was  born  at  Alfred,  Jan. 
27,  1821,  and  died  at  the  same  place  May  8,  1906.  He  was  one 
of  twelve  children  born  to  Asa  and  Luana  Coon  Burdick. 
August  18,  1842,  he  married  Tacy  Elvira  Greene,  who  died  in 
1891.  Two  of  their  daughters  still  survive,  Mrs.  Oscar 
Remington  and  Mrs.  Edwin  A.  Stillman.  August  25,  1898,  he 
married  Mrs.  Amy  Elizabeth  Irish,  who  survives  him.  In  1855 
he  moved  with  his  family  to  Milton,  Wisconsin,  where  he  lived 
until  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War.  October  1,  1861,  he 
enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  13th  Regiment,  Company  K,  Wis- 
consin Volunteers,  and  served  three  years.  He  then  joined  his 
family  at  Independence,  N.  Y.,  and  resided  there  a  number  of 
years,  finally  returning  to  Alfred  to  live  the  remainder  of  his 
days.  He  followed  the  trade  of  a  carpenter  when  in  health.  For 
a  quarter  of  a  century  or  more  he  had  been  severely  afflicted 
with  rheumatism,  so  much  so  as  to  have  lost  the  use  of  his 
lower  limbs,  his  only  mode  of  moving  about  being  with  his 
invalid  rolling  chair. 

Rev.  Stephen  Burdick,  A.  M.,  '56,  was  born  at  Preston, 
New  York,  March  13,  1827,  and  died  at  Alfred,  New  York, 
December  20,  1905.  He  was  one  of  the  sons  of  Enos  P.  and 
Fannie  Peckham  Burdick.     The  autumn   after  graduating  from 
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Alfred  Academy,  he  entered  the  theological  class  at  Oberlin, 
but  was  taken  sick  and  forced  to  leave.  Later  he  attended 
Rochester  Theological  Seminary  for  a  few  months.  June  21, 
1857,  he  was  ordained  to  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  Ministry  at 
Alfred,  New  York,  The  greater  part  of  his  life  was  given  to 
his  profession,  although  he  taught  two  terms  as  principal  of 
DeRuyter  Institute,  1866-67.  June  23,  1857,  he  married  Miss 
Hannah  E.  Stillman,  a  daughter  of  Maxson  and  Lydia  Chap- 
man Stillman.  She  died  the  following  February  at  Rockville, 
Rhode  Island.  June  2,  1859,  he  married  Susan  Maxson,  daugh- 
ter of  George  and  Phebe  Weils  Maxson,  who  died  some  years 
since.  Three  sons  survive  them,  Dr.  George  E.  Burdick  of 
Alfred,  New  York,  Dr.  Alfred  S.  Burdick  of  Chicago,  Illinois, 
and  Merle  M.  Burdick  of  Peoria,  Illinois. 

Charles  A.  Chapin,  A.  M.,  '64,  was  born  in  Oneida  County, 
New  York,  May  24.  1841,  and  died  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  in 
1906.  He  married  Miss  Belle  Wheeler  of  Wirt,  Allegany 
County,  New  York.  He  entered  the  Union  Army  from  his 
native  state  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Rebellion,  and  was  mustered 
out  as  a  sergeant.  After  graduating  at  Alfred,  he  studied  law 
at  Elmira,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1866.  A  little  later 
he  went  to  Newark,  N.  J.,  where  he  engaged  in  the  milling 
business.  Two  years  later  he  went  to  Milwaukee.  For  many 
years  he  was  at  the  head  of  the  grain,  feed  and  milling  firm  of 
Chapin  &  Co.,  with  large  offices  in  Milwaukee,  Minneapolis, 
Boston,  Buffalo  and  St.  Louis.  He  was  always  active  in  politics. 
In  1888,  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  national  Republican  Con- 
vention in  Chicago.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  County 
board  of  supervisors,  and  also  on  the  school  board,  and  as 
director  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Milwaukee. 

Hon.  Albert  L.  Chester  died  at  his  home  on  Dixon  street 
in  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  June  29,  1906,  aged  sixty-five  years. 
He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Hopkinton,  October  10,  1841.  His 
parents  were  Benjamin  F.  Chester,  son  of  Rev.  Christopher 
Chester  an  elder  in  the  Seventh-Day  Baptist  church  and  a 
veteran  of  the  War  of  1812,  and  Susan  Nichols,  a  sister  of  the 
late  Gardner  Nichols  of  Hope  Valley.  He  was  educated  in 
public  schools  of  his  native  town,  with  a  course  of  study  in  the 
Hopkinton  Academy  at  Ashaway  and  another  at  Berwick 
Academy,  in  the  state  of  Maine.  He  taught  school  a  number 
of  terms,  but  in  the  autumn  of  1862  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in 
company  A,  Twelfth  Regiment,  R.  I.  Volunteers,  Infantry,  in 
the  Army  of  the  Union,  serving  with  credit  until  the  mustering 
out  of  his  regiment  at  the  close  of  the  term  of  its  enlistment. 
Soon  after  his  discharge  he  engaged  in  business  as  a  dealer  in 
cotton  and  woolen  waste  and  shoddy,  and  by  industry  and  strict 
application  to  business  made  a  success  of  the  same. 

November  17,  1866,  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth,  a  daughter 
of  the  late  Benjamin  York,  for  many  years  town  sergeant  of 
Westerly,  the  ceremony  being  performed  by  his  paternal  grand- 
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father.  He  took  up  his  residence  in  Westerly,  where  he  resided 
until  his  death. 

He  was  a  man  of  public  spirit,  finding  time  in  his  busy  life 
to  serve  the  town  of  Westerly  as  a  member  of  its  council  for 
several  years.  He  also  represented  it  in  the  lower  house  of  the 
General  Assembly  from  May,  1879,  to  December  20, 1882,  at  that 
time  succeeding  Samuel  H.  Cross  as  senator  from  Westerly, 
Mr.  Cross  having  resigned  the  position  to  accept  that  of  state 
auditor.  In  1888  Mr.  Chester  was  succeeded  by  the  late  Hon. 
Nathan  F.  Dixon.  In  politics  he  was  Republican  and  took  much 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  party,  serving  for  several  years 
as  a  member  of  the  state  central  committee  for  Westerly.  He 
was  a  director  in  the  Washington  National  bank  from  January 
3,  1881,  until  it  was  merged  in  the  Washington  Trust  Company. 
He  was  elected  vice-president  of  the  bank  on  January  5,  1891, 
and  its  president  January  3,  1898,  being  its  last  president.  He 
was  elected  president  of  the  Westerly  Savings  Bank  in  May, 
1903,  succeeding  the  late  Simeon  F.  Perry  upon  his  decease,  and 
remained  in  that  position  until  June,  1904,  when  the  business 
was  taken  over  by  the  Washington  Trust  Company.  On  the 
latter  date  Mr.  Chester  was  elected  the  president  of  the  newly 
formed  Washington  Trust  Company,  resigning  the  place  January 
8,  1906,  because  of  impaired  health.  He  was  also  a  director  in 
the  Westerly  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Company  for  a  long  time 
and  a  trustee  and  vice-president  of  the  Memorial  Library  from 
its  incorporation  to  the  day  of  his  demise.  His  church  relations 
were  with  the  Seventh-Day  Baptists  and  he  served  for  several 
years  as  treasurer  of  that  denomination's  Missionary  Society. 
With  Town  Clerk  William  Hoxsey  and  Ethan  Wilcox  he  served 
the  town  of  Westerly  on  a  commission  to  devise  means  to  secure 
the  preservation  of  the  town  records,  which  were  falling  into 
decay.  The  work  was  successfully  performed  and  done  with 
the  appropriation  made  by  the  town  for  that  purpose.  There 
remains  an  unexpended  balance  of  this  appropriation  of  over 
$100.  Mr.  Chester  had  a  great  desire  that  this  balance  should 
be  applied  toward  preparing  a  proper  index  to  the  records,  a 
thing  equally  needed. 

Mr.  Chester's  society  affiliations  were  with  Franklin  Lodge, 
Palmer  chapter,  and  Narragansett  Commandery  in  Masonry  and 
he  has  held  high  offices  in  each  of  the  bodies.  He  has  been  a 
district  deputy  grand  master  of  the  fraternity  in  this  state. 
He  was  a  member  of  and  for  several  years  commander  of  Bud- 
long  Post,  No.  18,  G.  A.  R.  and  always  manifested  much  inter- 
est in  that  order.  Since  the  death  of  Amos  G.  Nichols,  Mr. 
Chester  has  had  charge  of  the  extensive  business  of  the  Nichols 
&  Langworthy  Machine  Company  at  Hope  Valley,  and  has 
apparently  straightened  out  the  tangled  skein  almost  sure  to  be 
found  in  a  large  business  when  the  managing  head  is  suddenly 
taken  away.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Alfred  University  held  in  June,  1905,  he  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  that  body. 
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Lucinda  Lanphear  Fenner  Davis,  E.  L.  '61,  was  born  in 
Alfred,  New  York,  February,  1838,  and  died  at  Milton  Junction, 
Wisconsin,  March  3,  1908.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Isaac  and 
Amelia  Potter  Fenner.  She  was  united  in  marriage  with  Rev. 
D.  K.  Davis,  who  survives  with  their  two  sons,  Allen  C.  Davis 
and  Will  K.  Davis. 

Samuel  J.  Depew,  Ph.  B.,  '91,  died  at  his  home  in 
Hammondsport,  in  1908,  after  an  illness  from  tuberculosis  last- 
ing for  several  years.  After  graduating  from  Alfred,  he 
attended  the  Albany  Law  School,  and  later  practiced  law  at 
Cohocton  for  eight  years. 

C.  Laverne  Elliott  (1900-01)  was  born  at  Alma,  New 
York,  March  17,  1882,  and  died  at  Oil  City,  Pennsylvania,  in 
1906. 

Weston  Flint,  A.  M.,  Ph.  D.,  LL.  D.,  '58,  was  born  July 
4,  1835,  in  Pike,  Wyoming  County,  New  York,  and  died  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  April  6,  1908.  Immediately  after  gradua- 
ting at  Alfred,  Mr.  Flint  entered  Union  College  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1860,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  In  1863 
Union  College  gave  him  the  Master's  Degree.  In  1877-78  he 
attended  the  Law  Department  of  the  National  University  at 
Washington,  D.  C. ,  and  the  following  year,  the  Law  School  of 
the  Columbian  University.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Laws  from  the  National  University;  and  Master  of  Laws 
from  Columbian  University,  and  in  1886,  Alfred  University 
conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  In 
1862-85,  he  was  Ohio  State  Military  Agent  at  St.  Louis;  1866-70, 
he  was  Secretary  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Missouri;  in  1864- 
70,  he  was  Editor  and  Publisher  of  St.  Louis  Daily  Tribune; 
1871-74,  U.  S.  Consul  to  China;  1877-88,  Librarian  of  the 
Scientific  Library  of  the  Patent  Office,  publishing  two  complete 
catalogues  of  the  Library,  also  1878-83,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  U.  S.  Civil  Service  Examiners;  1888-89,  Clerk  in  the  United 
States  Senate;  1889-93,  Statistician  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Education,  preparing  also  the  special  report  on  Libraries  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada;  1898,  Secretary  of  the  Anthro- 
pological Society,  and  also  Secretary  of  the  American  Statistical 
Society,  Washington,  D.  C.  Since  1898  lie  has  been  Librarian 
of  the  Public  Library  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  In  June, 
1900,  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Alumni  Association  of 
Alfred  University. 

George  S.  Greenman  was  born  in  Mystic,  Connecticut, 
July  13,  1826,  and  died  in  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  December  1, 
1905.  The  larger  part  of  his  life  had  been  spent  in  Westerly, 
Rhode  Island,  for  it  was  there  his  business  interests  centered. 
His  regular  calling  had  been  that  of  a  ship-builder,  but  he  had 
intimate  relationship  with  various  other  business  in  that  city. 
He  had  been  one  of  the  directors  of  the  National  Niantic  Bank, 
and  had  also  been  president  of  the  Niantic  Savings  Bank.     He 
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was  married,  February  14,  1854,  to  Patience  Crandall,  with 
whom  he  lived  until  her  death  in  1894.  In  1842,  Mr.  Greenman 
became  a  member  of  the  Pawcatuck  Seventh-day  Baptist 
Church,  and  for  sixty-three  years  he  continued  in  the  fellowship 
of  that  church.  He  was  interested  in  denominational  affairs, 
having  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Seventh-day  Baptist  Missionary  Society  for  a  number  of  years. 
He  also  had  an  interest  in  education,  and  gave  to  the  support 
of  institutions  of  learning,  endowing  a  scholarship  at  Alfred 
and  answering  calls  from  Milton  and  Salem  with  liberality.  He 
also  remembered  Alfred  University  in  his  will.    See  page  54. 

John  Chandler  Greene,  ( 41-42 ),  was  born  in  Independence, 
New  York,  February  10,  1827,  and  died  at  Alfred,  June  25,  1906. 
He  was  the  only  son  of  Isaiah  and  Betsy  Bassett  Greene. 
March  16,  1848,  he  married  Emily  Sherman,  who  died  some 
years  ago.  Two  children  survive  them,  David  Isaiah  Green  of 
Hartford,  Connecticut,  and  Mrs.  Vernon  A.  Baggs  of  Alfred. 
On  leaving  Alfred  Academy,  Mr.  Greene  engaged  in  business 
with  his  father  at  Independence.  In  1859,  he  bought  a  farm, 
but  for  the  greater  part  of  his  life  he  was  identified  with 
mercantile  pursuits.  In  1872,  he  removed  to  Alfred  and 
entered  the  hardware  business,  in  which  he  continued  for  nearly 
twenty  years.  He  was  postmaster  at  Independence  for  twenty 
years,  supervisor  of  his  town  at  one  time,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  was  a  trustee  of  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  Education 
Society. 

Charles  Rollin  Head,  A.  M.,  M.  D.,  '44,  was  born  in 
Allegany  County,  New  York,  in  1820,  and  died  in  Wisconsin, 
June  21,  1906.  "  In  1854,  he  married  Seraphine  Potter.  Two 
sons  survive  him,  Louis  R.  Head,  M.  D.,  of  Madison,  Wisconsin, 
and  Mark  A.  Head  of  Albion,  Wisconsin.  After  leaving  Alfred 
Academy,  he  entered  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
from  which  he  graduated  in  1848.  He  commenced  the  practice 
of  his  profession  at  Albion,  Wisconsin,  where  he  continued  until 
the  infirmities  of  age  compelled  him  to  give  up  his  life-work. 
He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of  Wisconsin  in  1853, 
1855,  and  1862.  He  had  the  distinction  of  introducing  a  bill  into 
the  legislature,  which  became  a  law,  abolishing  capital  punish- 
ment. 1863-65  he  was  surgeon  of  the  Board  of  Enrollment  of 
the  Second  Congressional  District  of  Wisconsin,  and  later,  for 
several  years,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Pension  Sur- 
geons at  Madison,  Wisconsin.  For  twenty-seven  years  he  was 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Albion  Academy.  As 
the  family  physician  of  a  large  territory,  he  was  held  in  the 
highest  regard. 

Theodore  Sedwich  Hubbard,  Ph.,  M.,  '64,  died  July  11, 
1906.  He  was  a  prominent  nurseryman  of  Geneva,  New  York. 
He  was  President  of  the  T.  S.  Hubbard  Company  of  Geneva, 
propagators  of  grapevines,  in  which  branch  this  company  took 
the  lead  in  the  United    States.     He   was   one   of   the   original 
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promoters  of  the  American  Nurserymen's  Association,  and  at 
one  time  its  President.  He  served  for  a  time  on  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  New  York  State  Sunday  School  Association, 
and  also  as  Chairman  of  its  Missionary  Committee. 

Phebe  Ann  Stillman  was  born  in  Hopkinton,  Rhode  Island, 
April  4,  1842,  and  died  at  the  same  place,  June  23,  1906.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Ephraim  and  Pamela  Potter  Stillman. 
Teaching  in  the  public  schools  was  her  life  work.  She  began  in 
Rhode  Island;  after  seven  years  of  experience  there,  in  March, 
1872,  she  entered  what  is  now  Public  School  No.  23,  Richmond  Bor- 
ough New  York.  With  the  exception  of  the  period  December,  1877, 
to  September,  1879,  when  she  engaged  in  study  in  the  Oswego 
Normal  School,  she  taught  in  Public  School  No.  23  until  she 
resigned  in  September,  1902.  She  endowed  the  Phebe  Ann  Still- 
man Scholarship  ($1,000)  in  Alfred  University,  and  contributed 
$500  toward  the  endowment  of  the  Mary  Grace  Stillman  Scholar- 
ship. 

Sarah  E.  Vincent  Stillman  ( 50-51 ),  was  born  in  Westerly, 
Rhode  Island,  December  13,  1829,  and  died  at  the  same  place, 
December  20,  1905.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph  R.  and 
Sally  Barnes  Vincent.  In  1850-51,  she  studied  in  Alfred 
Academy,  and  at  the  same  time  acted  as  preceptress  and 
instructor  in  instrumental  music.  September  18,  1855,  she  wa» 
married  to  Thomas  V.  Stillman.  Her  husband,  and  the  two 
daughters  that  had  been  born  to  them  preceded  her  in  death. 
She  remembered  Alfred  University  in  her  will.     See  page  54. 

Sarah  Elizabeth  Langworthy  Taylor,  E.  M.,  '51,  was 
born  in  North  Stonington,  Connecticut,  May  15,  1828,  and  died 
in  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  August  21,  1906.  She  was  married  to 
George  H.  Taylor,  M.  D. ,  September  15,  1856.  Her  husband 
died  in  1896.  One  son  survives  them,  W.  G.  L.  Taylor  of  Lin- 
coln, Nebraska. 

Frances  M.  Witter,  '90,  was  born  January  1,  1857, 
and  died  in  Wellsville,  New  York,  in  1906.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  David  Witter  of  Stannards,  New  York.  After 
leaving  Alfred,  she  pursued  a  course  of  study  at  the  Geneseo 
Normal  School.  For  some  years  she  taught  in  the  Normal 
College  at  Florence,  Alabama. 
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
